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The  Next  Town  Election. 
In  a  few  weeks  the  voters  of  Cohas- 
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ill  again  be  called  upon  to  elect 
the  officers  who  shall  control  the  af 
fairs  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Most  of  these  officers,  it  is  quite  sale 
to  assert,  will  be  re-elected  to  the  po- 
sitions they  have  so  satisfactorily  filled 
for  years  past.  It  wonld  be  impossi- 
ble to  select  from  the  many  effic  ent 
citizens  who  have  a  home  here,  two 
officers  who  would  serve  the  town 
more  efficiently  or  satisfactorily  than 
the  present  Treasurer  and  Collector 
and  the  Town  Clerk.  The  town 
fortunate  in  being  ahle  to  avail  ttielf 
of  the  services  of  these  gentlemen. 

The  Selectmen  are  the  suhjects  of 
the  most  criticism,  and  of  course  it 
will  always  have  to  be  so,  no  matter 
who  serves  in  that  capacity.  There  is 
cause  for  complaint,  of  a  more  or  I 
serious  character,  with  the  manner 

hich  some  of  the  town's  money  is 
expended,  and  inasmncn  as  the  Se- 
lectmen have  entire  control  ot  the  ex- 
penditures,  (we  think  that  all  the  oibet 
officers  are  under  their  control)  they 
are  of  course  held  responsible  for 
these  expenditures.    In  the  street  de- 
partment especially  the  money  which 
has  been  used  for  several  years  past 
produced  results  entirely  inade- 
quate to  the  amount  expended.  This 
proposition  is  too  genetally  admitted 
to  reader  it  the  aubjectof  coniroveny. 
The  pol;cy  pursued  by  the  town  is  a 
bad  one,  and  the  Selectmen  are  held 
responsible  for  many  things  for  whi.ch 
they  are  not  jnstly  accountable.  The 
best  and  only  remedy  for  this  trouble 
seems  to  be  in  the  employment  of  a 
competent      Road  Commissioner 
Many  things  which  have  caused  com- 
plaint the  past  year  could  not  have  ex- 
isted bad  the  department  been  in 
charge  of  such  an  officer.     It  is  not 
necessary,  and  perhaps -it  would  not 
be  proper  at  this  time  to  specify  these, 
but  the  assertion  is  made  without  fear 
of  contradiction  from  any 
miliar  with  this  department  of  the 
Assessors  do  not  escape 
severs  criticism  frrm  some  of  our  citi- 
zens.    This  would  inevitably  be  true 
of  any  board  which  could  be  chosen. 
Whether  the  criticism  is  just  or  unjust 
depends  in  most  cases  upon  the  view 
which  is  taken  of  the  general  line  of 
policy  adopted  by  the  assessors  ir 
specting  valuation.     Some  believe  in 
a  high,  others  in  a  low  valuation.  Of 
course  both  of  these  classes  cannot  be 
satisfied,  but  probably  a  majority  of 
the  tax  payers  are  fairly  well  pleased 
with  the  middle  01  medium  rale  adopt 
ed  for  the  past  few  years.    There  are 
doubtless  individual  cases  of  haid- 
ship  caused  by  the  aclion  of  the  asses- 
sors, but  these  are  few  and  are  insep- 
arably connected  with  any  valuation 
hatever.    The  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
have  a  duly  to  perforin  which  is  both 
difficult  and  responsible  and  we  might 
add,  at  many  timea  disagreeable.  We 
imagine  that  few  of  our  citizens  fully 
pprrciaie  the  imparlance  of  having 
the  labor  which  devolvea  upon  this 
board  correctly  a.id   caref'tlly  per- 
formed.     Thai  their  efforts  are  not 
ppreclated  as  they  deserve  is  due  to 
the  fact  ihat  the  work  has  been  quiet' 
ly  done  and  comparatively  few 
know  what  has  been  accomplished 
who  deserves  the  credit  for  It. 

Perhapa  the  board  of  officers  de- 
serving of  the  moat  criticism  ia  the 
board  of  constables.    That  the  town 
for  a  number  of  yeara  used  very 
poor  judgment  in  electing  those  officers 
la  almoat  unlveraally  conceded  and 
!  the  preaent  board  ia  alto  very 
poorly  organized  ia  alto  ■  well  known 
[.     We  do  not  claim  that  we  hive 
conatables  who  are  fit  to  occupy 
llielr  potltlona  for  such  la  not  the  case 
but  out  of  the  eight  membcra  of  the 
board  we  are  sure  our  fcadtra  will 
agree  thai  but  a  very  small  proportion 
are  the  proper  men  for  the  office, 
la  to  be  hoped  that   tome  radical 
change  may  be  made  In  the  board 
the  coming  elecllon.

BOOTS  AND  SHOES. 

Trade  Names  of  Leather  and 
Grades  of  Finished  Work. 
Thousand*  oi  retail  shoe  dealers  and 
a  largo  Dumber  ot  jobber!  have  hut  a 
limited  practical  knowledge  of  leather, 
fta  wearing  qualities  and  its  adaptabil- 
ity to  boots  and  shoes,  and  it  may  pro- 
fll  them  to  learn  something  about  it. 
Of  sol*  leather  there  are  two  divisions, 
hemlock  and  oak,  aod  general  subdivi- 
sions ;  these  are  of  hemlock,  acid  and 
non-acid,  while  of  oak  some  is  tanned 
with  oak  bark  exclusively,  aod  some 
with  oak  and  hemlock  combined.  The 
latter  ie  called  union.  Buffalo,  an  in- 
ferior East  Indian  hide,  is  tanned  in 
hemlock.  All  these  are  adapted,  to 
hsavy  boots,  hrogans,  plow  shoes,  wax. 
kip  and  split,  pebble  grain,  and  the 
heaver  grides  oi  calf  boots.  Union 
leather  is  used  almost  enti/ely  in  the 
manufacture  of  women's  eboes  of  the 
finer  qualities,  slippers,  sandals,  New- 
ports,  and  all  low  cut  shoes  aod  fine 
button  boots.  Monnfacturesr  oi  calf 
and  flesh  split  shoes  [or  men's  wear 
use  nniou  leather  extensively.  Of  up- 
per leather  there  are  still  greater  varie- 
ties. Wax,  kip,  and  split  are  ueed  ex- 
tensively in  the  manufacture  of  heavy 
boots,  brogans  and  plow  shoes.  Men** 
boys'  and  youth's  halmoral*,  button- 
and  strap  shoes,  are  made  oi  a  light 
kip,  whicn,  being  taken  off  a  yonng 
animal  is  designated  as  veal  calf,  A 
flesh  split  is  a  most  desirable  and  sala- 
ble article  for  flue  shoes,  and  commands 
nearly  as  higb  a  price  as  callsains. 
Buff  leather,  so  called  because  in  finish- 
ing the  grain  is  huffed  off,  is  made 
largely  from  Western  and  New  England 
bides,  and  is  one  of  tho  leading  lines  of 
upper  feather.  A  large  number  of 
shoe  manufacturers  are  engaged  in  the 
buff  shoe  business,  and  tbe  product  finds 
a  market  iu  all  sections  of  the  country. 
Buff  leather  is  ubapted  to  men's  button 
balmoral  and  congress  snoes,  and  tho 
fiuor  and  lighter  weights  are  made  jnto 
women's  shoes,  almost  wholly  in  polish 
cut.  Buff  leathor  shoes  are  popular  in 
all  large  cities,  New  Yory  and  the  South 
being  large  consnmers.  Buffleatbei  is 
the  strongest  competitor  with  calfskins 
and  it  requires  an  expert  to  tell  the  dif- 
ference when  the  shoes  are  made  up. 
Grain  leather  is  mode  in  pebhle  and 
glove  finish  for  all  light  work,  and  in 
heavy  pebble  for  men's  wear. 

Glove  grain  is  comparatively  a  new 
article,  and  its  adaptability  in  the  man- 
nlacture  of  fine  shoes  aud  topping  for 
men's  calf  shoes,  bos  made  it  extremely 
popular.  It  dffers  from  pebhle  grain  in 
that  the  surface  is  finished  with  off  the 
care  that  is  used  in  the  finish  ol  calfskins 
and  it  is  difficult  for  u  novice  to  tell  the 
difference.  The  consumption  ot  glove 
grain  is  increasing  every  season.  Peb* 
'  hie  grain  is  made  both  ligbt  and  heavy 
for  women's  work.  It  requires  a  2  1-2 
to  3  ounce  weight  for  a  fine  polish-sow- 
ed shoe,  while  pegged  and  nailed  work 
requires  a  i  ouuee  grade.  Little  grain 
leather  is  used  except  for  these  styles  of 
foo'gere.  For  wo<  kitig  women  and 
girls  the  pehblc  or  glove  grain  polish, 
shoe  which  can  he  bought  for  about  $1, 
ie  desirable  and  serviceable.  The  heavy 
hoot  or  shoe  grain  used  in  shooting 
boots,  balmorals,  Napoleou  long  hoots 
and  the  like, is  made  largely  iu  Chicago 
and  has  an  extensive  sale  in  the  east. 
For  wiuter  ttervice  no  shoe  can  excel 
tbe  grain  balmoral,  it  being  ueat  in  ap- 
pearauce  durable  and  practically  water- 
proof. Callskins  run  all  weights 
from  20  pounds  to  the  dozen  to 
heavy  veal  kip  weighing  130 
ponuds  or  moro,  and  are  made 
in  every  quality,  shape  and  style 
from  slippers  to  the  heaviest  boot. 
Some  calf  boots  have  split  backs. 
Glove  calf  is  a  soA  finish,  resembling  a 
sheepskin  on  the  unfinished  side,  and 
is  used  for  toppings  of  shoes,  fly  hntton 
pieces  and  the  like. 


Sheep  leather  is  largely  used  for  shoe 
IiningH,  and  for  vamps  aud  quarters  in 
cheap  shoes  for  women's  wear.  It  U 
made  in  various  colors,  hark,  tanued, 
and  the  consumption  is  inimeuso.  Kid 
and  gout  leather  eutcrs  into  the  manu- 
af  ladies'  work  exclusively. 
Goat  is  made  in  both  pehhle  and  smooth 
finish, aud  is  used  iu  the  heavier  grades 
of  shoes.  Kid  leather  is  extensively 
used  for  all  kiuds  of  line  hutton  and 
polish  slioc.s  slippers,  sandal*  and  all 
low  cut  women's  shoes.  During  the 
past  few  years  there  have  been  many 
discoveries  and  improvements  in  the 
method  of  tanuiug  the  skins,  aud  lhcy 
are  uow  uiada  in  Siumaug,  Caracal, 
Koodjo,  Uongolu  daisy  kid  etc.,  all  of 
which  urc  uractially  tbe  suruc.  They 
are  all  designed  lor  ladies'  shoes.  The 
deinauds  for  uovolty  is  met  by  russet 
cud  colored  alligator,  uad  imltatiou 
of  it,  rassel  aud  red  pebbles,  mat  kids,

Another  gronp  of  counties  lying 
across  tho  state  from  north  to  sonth  in- 
clude Stokes,  Forsyth,  Gnilford,  Do- 
vil,  Dovidson,  Rowan  and  Caharrns. 
These  acres  lie  along  tbe  banks  of  tbe 
Great  Pedee  river  and  its  tributaries. 
This  district  brings  tojonr  viewanoteer 
aspect  of  tbe  stats. 

Tbo  low  plains  and  swamps  have 
disappeared1.  We  are  on  the  eastern 
verge  of  the  western  section.  1 
and  dales  furnish  tho  charms  of  an  ever 
changing  landscape.

Tho  foot  of  the  mountain  Is  rich  in 

lueral  and  coal. 

Stokes  Connty  on  the  northern  line 
of  tbe  state  is  already  working  23  mica 
mines.  Flexible  sand  stone  from  these 
mines  was  a  rare  euriosity. 

Forsyth  next  south  of  StoVes  took 
the  first  prize  for  her  exhihits.  In 
this  connty  is  the  Salem  Academy 
fonnded  1802.  nere  tbe  Morovians 
settled  in  1705.  Tbe  impress  of  tbe 
sterling  integrity  of  these  early  Chris- 
tians Is  plainly  visible  in  the  character 
of  the  people.  They  are  progressive, 
enterprising  and  educated.  Cotton 
and  woolen  mills  are  taking  the  raw 
material  directly  from  producers  and 
turning  ont  excellent  fabric. 

This  connty  claims  1C7  varieties  of 
wood.    18  varieties    of  wheat  were 
displayed.    They  excelled  in  their  di 
play  of  the  cereals  and  manufactured 
goods.    In  Winston  aud  Salem,  two 
towns  lying  side  hy  side  in  the  cei 
of  the  connty,  there  has  been  boilt 
house  daily  on  the  average  for  the  past 
year. 

In  Guilford  Connty,  exhibits  were 
100  kinds  of  dried  fruit  under  glass ; 
eereals  ahonnd,  sweet  and  Irish  pota- 
toes are  profnse.  Two  crops  of  each 
are  frequently  grown  in  one  se< 
the  second  crop  furnishing  excellent 
profit. 

Building  stones  of  tbe  most  beautiful 
variety  are  seen  in  this  group  of  < 
tries.    Beautiful  specimens  of  granite, 
sand-stone,  talc,  marble  and  marl  are 
admired  by  all. 

Some  beautiful  blocks  of  talc 
shown  that  bring  readily  $2.00  per 
cubic  foot, 

Orbicular  granite  is  found  only  *  in 
North  Carolina  In  the  United  States. 

Irou  mines  are  waiting  for  the  pieks 
of  capitalists. 

Gold  is  being  fonnd  in  profitable 
qnanlities. 

Copper  aud  silver  mines  assay  profi- 
table quantities,  and  the  owners  of 
this  stored  np  wealth  are  glad  to  wel- 
come those  whose  energy,  machinery 
aud  capital  can  open  there  treasures  to 
the  world. 

In  Rowan  Connty  are  several  gold 
miues  which  have  given  a  profitable 
yield. 

The  Reimer  mine  has  been  worked 
the  depth  of  150  feet. 
The  ore  assays:  811.86,  $36  00  and 
$12G.77. 

At  Gold  Knob  mine  CO  feet  is  tbe 
greatest  dopth  reached  in  any  of  the 
reins. 

Tho  ores  assay  from  $20.08  to  $108- 
5.V 

Tbe  impression  made  by  this  display 
of  facts  and  tbe  samples  of  tbe  miner- 
als on  exhibition  lead  us  to  think  that 
North  Carolina  will  yet  furnish  im- 
mense wraith  to  the  world  from  her 
mineral  resources. 

This  section  of  the  country  provides 
excellent  pastnrage.  A  person  gath- 
ered 110  vnrieties  of  grasses  in  1883.

Fnrtber  west  are  tbe  mountains. 
Tbe  mines  abound.  Tbe  climate  is  de- 
lightful and  industry  gets  large  retnrus. 

Railroads  are  being  built  to  carry 
tbo  products  to  markets,  and  in  the 
near  futnre  this  state  will  come  into  as 
unprecedented  prosperity. 

The  minerals,  the  corals  and  thi 
timber  of  tbe  slate  are  eaeb  a  source  of 
immense  wealth.

Before  closing  this  account  of  a  real- 
ly successful  State  Fair,  we  must  com- 
mend the  energy  and  enterprise  of  those 
who  had  the  matter  in  charge.  AU 
departments  were  excellently  well  pro- 
vided for.  The  machinery  hall  was  a 
fine  display. 

The  hringiug  together  of  bo  many 
thousands  of  people  from  all  over  the 
state  gnvc  a  new  impetus  to  scores. 

The  whites  and  the  colored  people 
enjoyod  together  the  display  of  a  State 
they  truly  love. 

Unndreds  bad  never  before  seen  any 
thing  of  the  kind  and  thoy  went  home 
to  live  in  a  new  world  of  thought.  We 
never  enjoyed  an  excursion  more. 

Uniform  courtesy  anil  kindness  made 
every  hour  a  delight,  and  we  can  hear- 
tily say,  May  God  bless  the  Common- 
wealth of  North  Carolina.

EAST  IARSHF1ELD. 

The  third  discourse  in  the  series 
Scrip'ure  characters  at  the  Ui 
Chnrch  will  be  given  on  Sunday  next, 
subject,  "Pontius  Pilate, — The  Man 
Without  Faith  in  Human  Integrity." 

We  have  a  woman  in  Ea.  Marshfiel  d 
Mrs-  Warren  Gardner,  over  seventy 
years  of  age,  who  never  rode  on  the 
cars  nntil  last  September,  when  she 
took  a  ride  upon  them  to  attend  a 
st  convention  at  Plymouth.  She 
has  always  been  afraid  to  ride  upon 
them,  but  she  enjoyed  the  ride  to  Ply- 
mouth very  mnch.  Although  she  has 
been  to  Boston  in  a  private  convey- 
ce  she  has  not  yet  been  by  rail. 
A  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  house 
of  Lvsander  S.  Richards  on  Tuesday 
cvecing,  Feb.  3,  at  7.30  o'clock  to 
form  an  "East  Marshfield  Protective 
and  Improvement  Society."  Most  of 
the  towns  nearer  Boston  are  protected 
more  or  less,  by  the  ravages  of  fire  by 
fire  engines,  some  by  band  engines 
and  in  large  towns  by  steam,  but  in 
the  back  country  towns  there  is  no 
iganizcd  force,  prepared  to  operate 
aga'nst  a  fire  breaking  ont  in  a  build- 
'  ig,  no  implements  tools  or  vessels 
hich  any  one  can  seize,  beyond  those 
1  use  by  every  family,  and  out  of 
lace  and  nowhere  to  be  found  when 
sudden  demand  is  made  upon  them, 
low  most  every  villager  is  careful  to 
get  his  house  and  barn  insured,  but 
he  cannot  get  them  insured  for  only 
two-thirds  their  value,  and  rarely  does 
one  get  their  furniture  and  wearing 
apparel,  and  more  rarely  the  hay  and 
stock  in  the  bam  insured,  hence  if  he 
is  burned  out  his  loss  cannot  but  be 
severe.  There  should  be  an  organ- 
ized force  or  company  in  every  vil- 
lage, with  a  building  or  part  of  a 
building  where  all  the  implements 
necessary  in  the  country  to  extinguish 
a  fire,  should  be  deposited,  and  under 
the  charge  of  an  organized  company, 
with  a  captain  and  othrr  officers  to 
superintend  operations.  These  imple- 
ments need  not  necessarily  be  expen- 
sive, a  few  pails,  hooks  and  ladders, 
and  two  or  three  five  dollar  portable 
lorce  prmps  and  hose,  axes,  etc.,  are 
all  that  are  important.  To  be  sure 
fires  are  not  frequent  in  our  villages, 
but  then  they  do  occur,  as  did  the  fire 
t  Randall's  factory,  Sea  View,  a  little 
hile  ago,  when  if  the  above  imple- 
icnts  bad  been  deposited  In  a  central 
place  in  that  village  with  an  organized 
compan\  in  operation,  the  main  build- 
might  have  been  saved,  (as  it 
menced  In  a  small  building  adja- 
cent) and  several  thousand  dollars 
aved  for  the  proprietor,  who  told  us 
lis  loss  was  about  fifteen  thousand 
lollart,  being  insured  for  only  one  01 
wo  thousand.  We  were  told  by  an 
observer  of  the  fire  that  a  portable 
force  pump  owned  by  Dr.  Ham  was 
mentioned  when  (he  fire  had  pro- 
gressed too  far,  and  hence  It  was  not 
obtained,  but  suppose  a  building  close 
by,  was  publicly  known  to  contain 
these  and  other  necessary  implements 
the  affair  would  have  terminated  dif- 
ferently and  a  great  loss  probably 
spared.  As  we  think  of  It,  it  is  a 
matter  of  surprise  that  »ome  such  pro- 
tective movement  In  the  country  vil- 
lages has  noi  been  set  In  opcrallon, 
and  If  is  to  Inaugurate  some  such 
movement  lhat  Hie  above  toddy  |t 
proposed  to  be  formed.  It  Is  also  ilie 
purpose  In  the  formitlon  of  litis  so- 
ciety, to  encoutage  and  make  such 
Improvements  as  the  comfort  and 
beauty  of  our  village  demands,  such 
as  setting  out  trees  along  our  streets, 
where  they  are  not  alrcitiy  set  out, 
erecting  street  lamps  In  various  loca- 
Hons  In  tin;  village,  the  Improvement 
of  ourwreRhcd  sUlew.tlks  and  oilier 
maiters  that  will  comrlbutc  to  the 
welfarr  of  the  jwople.  The  expense 
of  th«s<  Improvemetils  which  will  l,e 
very  light,  will  be  aaslly  met  where  all 
are  Interaated,  by  griting  up  lnno<cni 
entertainments  of  various  sorts,  as  do
